Today, few except those fanatically devoted 1 
literalism, believe this. Custom has repealed the old code, anti 
most people engage in recreation of all sorts on Sunday, and1 
can’t see why they should be prevented from making pur- 
chases, too. if it s convenient or desirable. Sunday to them is 
T AI about the same as Saturday, since the five-day week became 
just about universal. 


Business Barking Enforcement 


Any dope knows that the pres»ure for enforcement is 
mainly sparked by commercial interests, and not by churches. 
Those who find it inconvenient or expensive to stay open on 
Sundays are trying to use a dead law to flog other* who find 
staying open profitable. That * the long and short of it, and 
moat people know it. 
Sunday closing hasn’t yet become quite a* Impossible to 
enforce as prohibition was. and it hasn t produced the wide­ 
spread defiance of law that resulted in almost universal 
!r. patronage of bootlegger* and speakeane* in the '20*. But it 
” is already producing a climate in which law i* comic ajid the 
enforcers are laughed at. This can be deadly for public 
officials. 
A* one of Shake«oeare’s clown*, supposedly a stupid 
fellow, once s«id so wisely: ‘T he law is an aas." 
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An issue to be decided by the voters it th! 
Nov. 6 election is 1 proposed state constitutional 
amendment pertaining to Sunday closing. 
The amendment baa been sponsored by tha 
Lawson Milk Co , which operates a chain of 370 
dairy atore* in Ohio. 
From the time of the company’s formation 25 
years ago, Lawson’s has been a “fighting” or­ 
ganization, maintaining 
an 
almost 
constant 
struggle to slash through a maze of milk and 
dairy regulation*. 
The company was purchased in 1D58 by Con­ 
solidated Foods Corp., but apparently has retain­ 
ed the same fighting spirit inculcated by the 
founder. The battle now being waged is to pre­ 
vent the firm’s stores from being forced to close 
on Sundays, either by local ordinance or by court 
Interpretation of the Ohio Sunday closing law. 
The public’* concern, however, should be with 
what the proposed amendment’s influence will 
be in general on Sunday closing. 
This is not, as tome have described It, a Sun­ 
day opening amendment which would pave-the 
way for complete commercialization of the day. 
The amendment, as we see It, would simply 
maintain the status quo, as it existed prior to 
the current controversies which have flared in 
varioua parts ot the state. These have resulted 
because of a change in the merchandising pat­ 
tern caused by the development of store* com­ 
monly described as “discount houses.” For many 
of them, Sunday has become a big business day. 
When the discount house* had proliferated and 
expanded In size to the point that the competition »pric 
was pinching the older, established stores, the 
pressure for a clampdown on Sunday selling wa* * ® 
exerted.
